REQUEST FOR NO FURTHER ACTION DETERMINATION

Union Pacific Railroad (UPRR) has submitted a request for a Conditional No Further Action
(CNFA) determination to the Arizona Department of Environmental Quality (ADEQ) Voluntary
Remediation Program (VRP) for the UPRR Bowie Bunker Sumps & Structures VRP site. The
CNFA requests closure for soil by using an institutional control Declaration of Environmental Use
Restriction and was submitted in accordance with Arizona Revised Statutes § 49-181.

The UPRR Bowie Bunker Sumps & Structures VRP site consists of a former UPRR fueling facility
and equipment staging area and is located in Bowie, Arizona. The institutional control will restrict
the property to non-residential use. Contaminants of concern at the site are chemical constituents
of bunker C oil including volatile organic compounds such as 1,2,3-trimethylbenzene, 1.3.5-
trimethylbenzene, 2-phenylbutane (sec-butylbenzene), acetone, bromomethane (methyl bromide),
cymene (p-isopropyltoluene), ethylbenzene, isopropyl benzene, methylene chloride, naphthalene,
N-butylbenzene, N-propylbenzene, tert-butylbenzene, toluene, and total xylenes; and polynuclear
aromatic hydrocarbons including acenaphthene, acenaphthylene, anthracene, benzo(a)anthracene,
benzo(a)pyrene, benzo(b)fluoranthene, benzo(k)fluoranthene, chrysene, dibenz(a,h)anthracene,
fluoranthene, fluorene, indeno(1,2,3-cd)pyrene, naphthalene and pyrene which have been
deteteced historically in soil at the site.
